■Whether with scientific accuracy or 
not, at one time or another sugges- 
tion or hypiiovisn-, has been set forth 
as £ possible explanation of faith- 
cures, the power of Kitler. or even 
the sEtasiaciion of a cigaretie. 

The therapeutic \'alue of hypno- 
-Usm is limited, medical men state, 
as other forms of jej-chotherapy 
have either taken its place or su- 
perseded it. It is a blind method of 
procedure in that the origin of any 
disorder is not thereby usually 
traced. 

Experimental ■w'ork in hj-nosis 
has been valueless in adding to our 
store of knowledge of normal and 
abnormal psychologj-. It has been 
by this technique of research that 
psychologists have been able to bet- 
eContinved on Page Four).

Ten Canadian Rhodes sel-^olars 
will be appointed in January from 
among the afiplications submitted 
up until December 30, 1939. it is 
announced. 

A Rhfxies scholarship entitles the 
holders to two years of study at 
the University of Oxford. The 
course of study is entirely option- 
al. The Scholarships have an an- 
nual value of £-100 and upon pres- 
entation of a saiisfactory plan of 
study may be extended for a third 
year. In selecting the Rhodes 
Scholars, school and college rec- 
ords are considered, the Tr'oitee 
stated. ' 

List Qualities Considered. 

Eligibility is restricted to male 
unmarried Bri-.ish :ubjec'.3. who 
have resided in Canada for at leas: 
five years. The age limit is set at 
between nineteen and twenty-five 
years. .Applicants must have en- 
tered upon or completed two years 
of study at a Canadian University. 

The qualities which are consid- 
ered in malting the selection are: 
(1) Literary and scholastic attain- 
ments; (2) Qualities ot manhood, 
truth, courage, devotion to duty, 
sj-mpathy, kindliness, unselfishness 
and fellowship; (3) Exhibition of 
moral force of character and of in- 
stincts to lead and to ta.ke an in- 
terest in his fellows; (4) Physical 
vigor, as shown by fondness for 
and success in outdoor sports. Some 
definite quality of di.ninction, 
whether in intellect, character or 
personality, or in any combination 
of these, is the most important re- 
quirement. Financial need does not 
receive special consideration. 

The statement goeoi on to enum- 
erate a list of ipeciil War-T'.me 
Regulations. E.xcept in special eases, 
the Trustees announce that until 
further notice Scholarships will be 
suspended pending the war's end. 
"Should -ii'.y Scholar-elect wish to 
make a .special application to be al- 
lowe<l to come to Oxford during the 
war he should apply lo the Rh%xtei 
Trustees, through the General Sec- 
retary of Rhodes Seholarihips in 
the country in which he is elected."

The special regulations issued last 
night are reproduced below:

Although the British people 
have the same reasons for fight- 
in?, a.s in the last war, tl-.eir atti- 
tude is different. In contrast to the 
in'-cn.se hatred which was mani- 
fested at the outbreak of the last 
war is the calmness of a people 
determined to end this conflict and 
establwh an equitable peace. 

Recruiting methods are now dif- 
ferent. Resources of manpower 
will be used to obUin the greatest 
efficiency. For this reason there 
have been no great losses of xen 
in the early part of this wir. 
.Major Economic Stnijyle. 

A major struggle is uking place 
in the economic field. Although the 
blocicade instituted against Ger- 
many is not fully effective due to 
fact that she has outlets through 
Italy and the Baltic Sea, her pur- 
chasing power is declining with a 
depletion of her gold. 

One of the diplomatic aims of 
i Britain in this war is to- localize 
•-he sphere of action. Instead of at- 
tempting to gain the active partici- 
pation of nations not involved in 
the conflict they are satisfied :o 
obtain materials. 

Overloobed Italy. 

Mr. Cha.r.ber3 stated that much 
attention has b=en focussed on the 
Rusio-Germa.i alliance -.vi-Jt the 
result that the importsni; role of 
Italy as back door to Germany was 
overlooked. 

A discussion followed -Jte speech 
and refreshments were served, L. H. 
Seton, who presided over the meet- 
ing, announced the award of his- 
torical books to Eric Hutchison 
who obtained the highest marks in 
History in fifst year and is now i 
member of the Historical Club.

Dr. Magnus Seng Is Speaker 
At Newman Club 
Meeting 



The need for Catholic Action in 
ihe coniing struggle against the 
forco.s of .\theisnj was stressed by 
Dr. Magnus Seng of McGill's Fa- 
culty of Medicine when he ad- 
dre.-ised the regular iiuvtiiiij of the 
Newman *.'!ub ycstoiviay morning. 
Tho pre.sideiit, Edmond Lemieux. 
was iu the chair. 

Dealing more specifically with 
the question, "As a Catholic Doctor 
See.? It," Or, Seng described some 
of the pivblenw which confront the 
young m,;diciU men. The questions 
of birth conU-ol, mercy killing and 
ccrlahi other matters on which the 
;cachinss of the Catholic Church 
arc mo.'it definite arc one which 
must be .squarely laced. 

Following the address the presi- 
dent ursed the members to sup- 
poil the annual ".M Home" to be 
held this year in February. Plans 
were discussed tor distributing sev- 
eral Christmas baskets among the 
needy.

tunities for economista to al 
in cr';,'i";r.2 a new world. He 
went on to =tate that the prob- 
lem today is fundamentally one 
that should concern economists 
chiefly. 

Dr. James pointed out that the 
hundred years following the Napol- 
eanic 'Wars was a prosperous era. 
Since 1900, however, there , hava 
seen more serious depressions, 
great unemployment and new eco- 
nomic policies — most seriotis in 
totaiiurian states. A new world of: 
permanent peace was not establish- 
ed after the 'World 'War. Sconomists 
should be sufficiently educated 
and familiarized with economic 
problems to cope with the present 
pro'olem. Trained economists will 
take a great part in reconstruction. 

Changes in School of Conuneree. 

The Principal-eieci: paid tribute 
to the high reputation o£ the School 
of Commerce, both ia Canada and 
abroad. He observed, however, 
that no very consicera'cle change 
had been arfect-ïd the School 
tnce 1921. but tltat e.xter^ve plans 
! are 'oemg considered for new de- 
velopments. Some of these are:: 
development oi statistical woric de- 
velopment of co-operative law, re- 
organization in accountancy, larger 
ntmi'oer of conference hours, larger 
num'ser of -.vrttten essays, possibil^ 
ity oi further courses. 

Cooperation of Graduates 

The iuoc-Jîs of th;s program de- 
penes upon the ability to enlarge 
the existing faculty, which in turn 
depends upon the financial condi- 
tion of the School. A large degree 
of this depends upon the graduates, 
not only in a financial way. but in 
other respects. The Graduates con- 
stitute tie reputation of the School 
of C-.'.mmerce; tJiey are "involimtary 
ambassadors '. They are responsible 
lor 'uhe contact between undergrad- 
uates a.^d business. Professor James 
suggested that some way might be 
found for the srauudte and under- 
graduate societies to cooperate more 
closely. He paid uribute to the com-^ 
mittee 'which has assisted m reoc>^ 
ganizing the School of Comm«rce, 
and e.\pieo.sed the hope that the 
new Direc.or ..si the School would 
receive .Vole support trom the Grad-

"THE LION HAS WINGS," dc 
serves full credit for its dramatic 
presonlalion of the story of Brit- 
ain's power in the air, both often 
sive and defensive. With very litUe, 
if any, plot, the film revolves 
around the thrilling and exciting 
exploits of the Royal Air Force. 

Definitely propaganda, the film is 
nevertheless really entertaining and 
quite educational. It is a sort of 
glorified "March of Time" and in 
the long prologue all the events 
leading up to the declaration of 
War by Great Britain are reviewed. 
The events and activities in Britain 
and Germany since 1633 are com- 
pared and commented upon show- 
ing the preparations in the two 
countries for the. new. order of the 
future.

Endowed universities will have to 
go out of business. Dr. Robert 
Hutchins, President of the Univers- 
ity of Chicago, states in his article. 
"What Good Are Eifdowments?" in 
this week's Saturday Evening Post, 
"unless they face their financial 
situations frankly, set their houses 
in order, develop a clear and de- 
fensible Idea of what they are try- 
ing to do and make the public 
understand it." 

The position of the endowed uni- 
versities, the president points out. 
is a precarious one because of the 
unfavorable economic situation and 
the low interest which investments 
are yielding at the present time, 
while the state institutions which 
.ire supported by appropriations by 
legislatures are able to continue 
their advance in all fields of educa- 
tion. 

President Hutchins sees several 
ways out for the endpwed univers- 
ity, which, he warns, might as well 
forget its endowment as sure securi- 
tiej. One possible step would be 
consolidation of institutions. He also 
suggests that smaller annual contri- 
butions might well be built up to 
take the place of a few large en- 
dowments, or that in a number of 
Instances it may become necessary 
to make use of capital iUelt instead 
of relying on the interest from its 
investment to meet expenses. 

"No single university." he writes, 
"can now rest its claim to support 
on the ground that if it were e.\- 
tinguished a large number of people 
could not overcome the geographi- 
cal handicap involved in going 
somewhere else. Harvard. Prince- 
ton, Yale and CoUunbta miihi ha\ o ;

It 
he is obsarvitnt, he will remember 
a certain "horn-like'' peak rising 
above the south side of Uie valley. 
To our experienced traveller, this 
gray rock splro. whose flanks are 
ICMi sleep 1(1 bold snow. immcdlalcl> 
suBKi'.'^ts the M.illei'lKU^n. 

Lot u.s lake the liborly of making 
this |)articulnr passenger bcl'uiig tu 
that queer sect known as "moun- 
taineers." The view ot this peak will 
hauitl him all the way to Golden, 
where completely in the spell ol 
hi.i weiiUness. he will vet off the 
tram, i)rocecd to liirc one of llic 
Sw i.ss guides whose homes arc m 
Goldeii. and arrange to be back at 
Glacier by the next day with his 
new companion. He has since learn- 
ed several^ facts about the mouiilnin. 
Its name is "Ml. Sir Donald." It j.s 
the highest of the peaks immediate- 
ly surrounding the valley, is al.so 
the most difficult of ascent, and is 
generally considered one of the fin- 
est rock climbs in North America. 
His guide describes the two usual 
routes on the mountain, and sug- 
gests that the most enjoyable trip 
would comprise a traverse of the 
peak, going up by the famous north- 
east ridge and descending by the 
less sensational couloir-and-chimncy 
route to the Vaux Gl^acicr. In defer- 
ence to the length of the climb, it 
is decided to bivouac at timber line 
before the ascent. 

At two thirty of the second 
morning, the firelight reveals our 
mountaineering friend, shivering in 
his long woollens, whilst his guide, 
who answers to the name of Chris- 
tian, stirs oatmeal into 'Jie boiling 
water. A quick breakfast and they 
are off over the rocky moraine. Af- 
ter an hour of the roughest walk- 
ing imaginable, the two climbers 
have reached a narrow little glacier 
between a certain Uio Peak and the 
northeast ridge of Sir Donald. It 
is now quite light, so Christian 
points out the general route. Direct- 
ly ahead of them across the glacier 
is a narrow saddle aboul five hun- 
dred feet above the highi.'st ice fall. 
Rising lo the right in one unbroken 
line, a very steep knife-edge rock 
ridge goes up and up lo the actual 
summit. With a few short tra 
verses, onto the faces, this is Ihc 
route lo be followed. 

Afler one sandwich and a mouth- 
ful of tea, crampons are lied on and 
the party proceeds unroped across 
the Ice. Since step cutting is eli- 
minated, the rocks below the .saddle 
are soon reaclied. Here cr.iiiipons 
are removed and the cliinbei's rope 
up. Cliiitlian gives his "Hcrr" a few 
gr>od words of advice and proceeds 
easily up the first sleep pilch. Al 
a hood belaying position, he takes 
ill the slack and up comes the scc- 
01. d man. 'I'lius, moving one al a 
iiine, it lakes aboul forty-five min- 
utes to reach the saddle, where, in 
the warming rays of the sim, a third 
breakfast materially augments a 
beauliful view. 

Now the most difficult climbing 
begins. The ridge is, as it appeared 
from below, of truly knifc-llkc 
sharpness. For pitches of forly and 
fifty feet al a lime, the cliinlicra 
moved delicaiely upward, a loot on 
(.illufr face of lliu nioiiiitiiin. Tlie 
.''Oiiih face, on which it is snmc- 
liincs necessary to traverse for n 
few feel, reveals ileelf as one tjc- 
niendous precipice dropping sever- 
al llioii.siiiid fed to the liiiKc plac- 
ier belov/. 'I'lie rock is very firm 
and, being on a ridge, IIiù danger 
of rock fall is at a miiiiniMiii; but 
l/unil holds and fool holds arc 
;>inall and not loo obvious. This is 
the most bcaiilifiil type of rock 
cilnibiiig, as llie only daiiyiir^ arc 
iiubjc'clive. In otiicr word;,, llio 
soundness pf the clltnlK'r's lt;i.li- 
nlquc and Ihc fineness of his Judg- 
ment arc Iho conU'oUIng factors in 
the asceni, Fiirllicrniore, there is, 
as ill most ridgo climbs, the ailvan- 
lagc ill iiuoljalniLlcil views on lliuu 
sidea, \vIiilI) become cvcr mull.' 
)«'iiJoi'ainlc.

Aftpi- two hours of sketching or 
pliiito)<rnpliy, Chri.stiaii silgge.^ti; 
llinl it iî a lung way down, sn 
rucksiicKs nrc shuiildercd and the 
dcscGiil Is begun. The descent is 
for an hour over modcralely ea.iy 
rock, dov/n Ihe northwcsl ridge. 
soinctlnie.<i making use of a small 
.qiiow couloir on tlie .soiitli face, 
'riion Iho miilo giio? ijovvn » veiy 
rotten dry couloir on the north 
face above the Vaux Glacier. The 
climbing Is very easy, but extreme 
care la called for because of dan- 
gei' of rock fall. The lo'/zer part 
uf the couloir is avoided by bear- 
ing left until the head of a verti- 
cal one hundred fool cliiinncy is 
found. A few llcklish moments are 
experienced gelling inio Ihe chim- 
ney, but (iflcr descending some ten 
feel. Iiold.s become quite plentc- 
nii!i. A long Iraver.sc west leads 
lo a prccipltoii.s serie.i of cracks 
dc.a'ciiding right .to the Vaux Gla- 
cier. These arc negotiated slowly 
and carefully until our climbers 
stand on the upper lip of a wide 
berg.schrtind. Tlii!, la.^t is cro.<iscd 
by a wild leap, .ind tlic glacier 
((iiicUly dc-ccnderi v. itii the aid of 
crampons, from iicrc, it is an easy 
walk down a well-worn trail back 
tu Glacier. 

At this point, we shall leave our 
passenger, whom wc so rudely 
snatched from lii.-; comfortable Pull- 
man, to resume his Journey to the 
flcsh-pols of the East, but not with 
out hoping that sometime in the 
years to come he will again drop 
his "slipstiek" and join us on Sir 
Donald.

Hanover, N.H.— In the American 
Revolutionary period, years before 
Boston modestly admitted Itself the 

Hub of the Universe, plans were 
on foot to make Dartmouth College 
and Hanover the political and cul- 
tural centre of a large part of Ne-.v 
England. ' 

Led by President Eleazar Wheel- 
ock and the professors of the 
recently-formed College, the towns 
on the east and west banks of the 
Connecticut River were seeking 
separation from the jurisdiction of 
New Hampshire and New York to 
form a new colony, "New Connecti- 
cut." 

Set Stage For Colony. 

With Hanover as the geographical 
centre of the towns 'desiring in- 
dependence, and the Harvard and 
Yale graduates, who were profes- 
sors at the College, at the head of 
the movement, the' stage seemed 
set for the formation of n New Eng- 
land colony centred around Dart- 
mouth College. 

Conventions of representatives 
from Hanover, Lebanon, Hartford, 
Norwich, Lyme, Orford, Thelford. 
Haverhill, Cornish, Hartland. and 
other surrounding towns met at 
several different times during the 
Revolution to declare tlioir inde- 
pendence, establish the state called 
Vermont, instead ot New Connecti- 
cut, and shake off the claims of 
both New York and New Hamp- 
shire of jurisdiction over them. Rut 
their action's were never recogniiud. 
Chootie 'IViil»llve Hoimdary. 

Since the boundary of the new 
slate was lo be twenty miles east 
of the Connecticut to twenty miles 
cast of the Hudson, opposition to 
the formation ot tin; slate bi:>tli in 
New Hampshire and in parts of 
wliat is tmliiy Veruuml was .still 
loyal 111 New York, or was opposed 
lo the predominant role played by 
Ihe College parly. 

Another group of Vermonters 
pressed fur recognition of their 
slalo Willi the huundarics that it 
liiii now. Uulli p.ulii'i presouled 
their claims for iiulcpciulcncc to Ilic 
Continciiliil Congress, which was so 
pre-oKCupiod with Iho RovoUitiuu 
lluit lilllu ncliun WHS taken. 

Finally in nth!, the ('oulliionlal 
Coiiyrcsi, rocuyiiUcd tlio h.nind- 
aiica of tlic territory .i6 they exist 
al prubcnl, and Vurmuiil wus (inull.v 
udinillcd lo Ihe Union in 1701, leav- 
ing Hunovcr and Dmlmouth Col- 
lage In Now HnmpshlVe, with the 
iiiisulisfying knowledge that they 
liiid been polillcal powers in thu 
formation of a new itatc
